Objections to First Plan 
Ulster Has Revised Arterial Route

A new alignment of the pro­ 
posed arterial route through the 
Town of Ulster submitted this 
week by the State Department 
of Transportation may be ac­ 
ceptable to the business men 
and town officials. 
Many recommendations m ade 
at a public hearing on the m at­ 
ter in Jan uary 1967 have been 
followed on the new map pre­ 
sented 
to 
Ulster 
Supervisor 
Thadaeus 
Musialkiewicz, 
and 
this 
m ay resolve the contro­ 
versy. 
Supervisor Musialkiewicz said 
a copy of the revised plan is 
now in his office in the Ulster 
Post Office on Vincent Street 
and m ay be viewed by the pub­ 
lic. He said another public hear­ 
ing on the new alignment will 
be scheduled by the state in 
the near future. 
The new a r t e r i a l route 
through Town of Ulster oh the 
revised alignment wquld start 
at Kingston City line near the 
old Route 32 and Flatbush Ave­ 
nue 
where 
it 
would 
connect 
w ith the continuation of the pro­ 
posed route south over the new 
Rondout Creek Bridge and on 
a new alignment of Hasbrouck 
Avenue. 
The new route would proceed 
north to a diamond intersec­ 
tion with an extension of Boices 
Lane coming from Route 9W.

leaf at the intersection of Route 
199, the rock cut route connect­

Objections to First Plan 
Ulster Has Revised Arterial Route

A new alignment of the pro­ 
posed arterial route through the 
Town of Ulster submitted this 
week by the State Department 
of Transportation may be ac­ 
ceptable to the business men 
and town officials. 
Many recommendations made 
at a public hearing on the m at­ 
ter in January 1967 have been 
followed on the new map pre­

Rocky and Primaries 


In v iew of Gov emor Rockefeller’* decision not to 
participate in any presidential primary , tt ahould be 
noted that state prim trie« ere capturing headKnea in 
such size and numbers that they begin to take on, in 
the public mind, an importance far out of proportion 
to the role they actually play in the American political 
sy stem. The fact is that, wh« e they indeed do ex ert 
an influence, they by no meene juarantee presidential 
nomination to the v ictor or necaeaarily match it from 
the v anquished. 
Rockefeller, who now wW apeak directly to the 
people on the issue* and offer We v iew* an national 
and international problems, eay s that he atand* ready 
to answer any true and meaningful call from the Re­ 
publican Party to serv e it and the nation. Republican 
moderate*, howev er, who counted on him to repre­ 
sent their cause, see little chance of a draft. 
Only 14 of the states (plus the District of Colum­ 
bia ) hold presidential primaries. The real control at 
Miami and Chicago will be ex erdsed by delegatee 
chosen in party conv ention*. In Odd fact, Tom Dewey 
prov ed this in 1948 with an organisation that func­ 
tioned with ruthless efficiency ; and Barry Gddwater 
in 1964 centered his pre-oonv ention effort* on dele­ 
gates from non-primary state*, unperturbed by the 
blaring headlines that tdd of Henry Cabot U rift’e 
New Hampshire v ictory '. 
Further com plica ttng the picture are the rules 
under which presidential primaries are held; these 
rule* v ary widely from state to state. *Tev oriit# eon*0 
will be named in some state*, and delegate* may shift 
their v otes elsewhere after the first ballot. In other 
states, the elected delegate* may be committed to a 
candidate for only one ballot; after that, they ’re on 
their own. 
Wisconsin i* a prime ex ample of the v ary ing rule« 
tu t prev ail in primaries. Out there, Republicans are 
allowed to v ote for Democrat candidate*, and Demo­ 
crats may v ote for GOP Candida tea. Critics of thi* 
sy stem contend that “ primaries are family fights” and 
outsiders should stay outside. 
Primaries for statewide offices flrat appealed in 
the early 19 00s, and were an effort to take control 
from the hands of powerful politician« and fiv e it to 
the people. Plainly , they hav e been leee than a com­ 
plete success, either a* regard« president* or etate 
officers. Yet on infrequent ooeaMon* they eerv e a 
“ pulse of the public” role, as in New Hampshire where 
Sen. Eugene McCarthy ’* v ote prov ed the depth of pub­ 
lic dissatisfaction with our Vietnam commitment. 
They serv ed that role in 1944 when Wendell Willkie 
quit after Wisconsin; in 194* when Oregon became 
Harold Stassen’s Waterloo, and thi* y ear when George 
Raniney saw what was coming for him in New Hamp­ 
shire. 
Primaries aren’t empty ex ercise« in v oting. Neither 
« re they as climactic as the current furore ov er Wis­ 
consin, Oregon, Nebraska end California might indi­ 
cate. They are proof that our political modus ope­ 
rands particularly for picking presidential candidate« , 
has not achiev ed perfection, and won’t until a better 
sy stem is dev ised. And that better sy stem i*Yt on the 
horizon. 


Democrats who charged that Gov . Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller spent between $5 million and $20 million for 
his third term election hav e brought in a bill for a 
ceiling of $7 00,000 on gubernatorial election pending. 
Such law* hav e not « topped v iolation* in the past, 
too many subterfuge« . 


Gov . George Romney is btck in Michigan after his 
brief foray in Presidential politics, and apparently 
much more at home. Warning that the nation faces 
“ civ il guerrilla warfare,” he called for a state open 
housing law and stiffer riot law*.

Bobby 
got two million less. He rode 
into the Senate on the coat­ 
tails of President Johnson. 
But on election night TV he 
thank ed every teammate and 
all conceivable 
helpers—ex­ 
cept one. Bobby never even 
mentioned Lyndon B. John­ 
son. Stupid. 
Since then the only political 


victory Bobby Kennedy has 
won in New York State was a 
hassle 
a b out 
a Surrogata 
judge in New York City. He 
tried to hand pick his candi­ 
date for Governor to mak e 
his power base secure. In a 
midnight revolt the nominat­ 
ing 
convention 
repudiated 
Bobby and chose the man 
(Frank O'Connor) he tried to 
block . He created, again, hia 
own anti-Bobby protest. 
Newswriter Jimmy Breslin. 
an RFK intimate, expressed 
the reason: “ I’d heard about 
the ruthlessness of the man, 
but you have to see him com­ 
ing right right at you when 
you cross him to believe it.’’ 
Bobby’s 
participation 
in 
foreign affairs, beginning with 
the Bay of Pigs and ending 
with Indonesia, was utterly 
disastrous. And utterly stupid. 
He has been on all sides 
of 
the 
Vietnam 
war. 
His 
brother, not President John­ 
son, made the fateful, ghastly 
mistak e of sending in the first 
U. S. combat troops and com­ 
mitting us to a land war in 
Southeast Asia. In Saigon, in 
February. 1962, back ing up 
his 
brother, 
Bobby 
stated, 
“ We are going to win the 
war in Vietnam. We will re­ 
main until we do win. . . . 
I think the American people 
understand and fully support 
the struggle." It amazes me 
the way Mr. Johnson has k ept 
his 
patience 
about 
Bobby 
Kennedy. 
Why is Bobby now so color­ 
blind 
about 
world 
commu­ 
nism? Why did he say at the 
University of Chicago in Feb­ 
ruary, 1966. that the United 
States has “wildly exagger­ 
ated 
the 
dangers 
of 
Red 


Chinese 
aggressions?’’ 
Why 
did he stage his self-serving 
junk et to South Africa, no 
matter the incitement sure 
to follow there and here? Why 
is his pitch always left-paw? 
His political strategy is to 
mak e hi m s e l f unbeatable 
from the left. He has only 
made it easier for George C. 
Wallace. 
President 
Johnson’s 
over­ 
spending. accompanied by the 
foreseeable gold crisis, has 
been an obvious threat to our 
solvency 
and

Instead of helping in good

alarm. Bobby has systemat­ 
ically tried to mak e political 
hay in the image of a bigger 
spender than LBJ.

However, at least two men­ 
aced nations, India and Bur­ 
ma, have refused CIA assis­ 
tance. Thi*. despite the fact 
that the Chinese communists 
have been infiltrating across 
the borders to stir up dissi­ 
dent tribesmen in the remote 
northern provinces of both 
India and Burma. 
One intelligence 
r e p or t 
claims that 250 Naga tribes­ 
men have just returned to 
northern India from guerrilla 
training in Red China. 
Ominously, the Reds seem 
to be concentrating on Thai­ 
land. This increases the dan­ 
ger that Thailand could be­ 
come another South Vietnam 
the U.S. is committed to de­ 
fend. 
In northern Thailand, com- 
must infiltrators have had 
some success in stirring up 
Meo tribesmen against the 
government. The irony is that 
in Laos the CIA has been 
using the fierce Meo moun­ 
tain men to fight against the 
communists. 
In northeastern Thailand, 
roving communist bands occa­ 
sionally raid a police outpost 
or surround a village. Usual­ 
ly they will lecture the vil­ 
lagers, conscript a few village 
youths and then move on. 
The Reds, however, seem to 
have had little success with 
the villagers, and the con­ 
scripted men often manage to 
sneak back to their homes. 
Malaysia’s hard-bitten com­ 
munists. veterans of years of 
jungle warfare, are also op­ 
erating across the border in 
Southern Thailand. However, 
close cooperation has devel­ 
oped between the Thai and 
Malaysian authorities. 
In the Philippines, the Huk s 
are k nown to be in contact 
with Pek ing. On at least one 
occasion, a Chinese general 
was smuggled ashore to direct 
operations. He brought a plan 
to assassinate President John­ 
son. Philippines 
P r e s i d e n t 
Ferdinand Marcos and South 
Vietnam’! 
Premier Nguyen 


Cao Ky during their 1966 
summit meeting in Manila. 
The 
Huk s, however, 
never 
pulled it off, and the Chinese 
general reportedly returned 
to Pek ing. 
Meanwhile, the Red Chi­ 
nese appear to be more active 
than ever in the affairs of 
their neighbors. 
Japanese Profiteers 
The Japanese, though luk e­ 
warm in support of the Viet­ 
namese war, are reaping enor­ 
mous profits from the fight­ 
ing. 
The president of one Asian 
nation, who ask ed me not to 
quote him by name, com­ 
plained that the Japanese are 
selling war goods to both 
sides. 
Despite this, we have fa­ 
vored Japan over all other 
countries in placing military 
contracts. Most of our war- 
damaged vehicles, for exam­ 
ple, are sent to Japan to be 
reconditioned, though 
t he y 
could be repaired more cheap­ 
ly and quick ly here in For­ 
mosa. 
I check ed one shipment of 
240 armored personnel car­ 
riers, 
which 
were 
shipped 
from Vietnam to Japan for 
repairs. These same vehicles 
could have been repaired in 
Formosa for $1,700 to $1,800 
less apiece. The total savings 
to the taxpayers on this single 
shipment would have been 
more than $400,000. Further­ 
more, the work would have 
been 
completed 
t e n days 
earlier. 
Army inspectors also report 
that the Japanese plants have 
been doing a slipshod job. 
After one shipment of truck s 
supposedly had been recon­ 
ditioned by the Yok ohama 
plant of Japan Aircraft Com­ 
pany, the inspectors found 
that 40 per cent had not been 
properly repaired. The rods 
and steering link s were loose, 
generators 
noi s y, 
brak es 
didn’t 
work 
properly, 
and 
transmissions were overfilled. 
Yet the State Department, 
in its back -room deliberation, 
has consistently championed 
Japan over other Asian na­ 
tions. At first, the State De­ 
partment resisted suggestions 
that some contracts to recon­ 
dition Vietnam vehicles be 
switched from Japan to For­ 
mosa. But in the face of the 
economic facts, the Depart­ 
ment has now withdrawn its 
opposition.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The 
government’s new program to 
fight discrimination in N orth­ 
ern schools cannot force local 
districts to eliminate racial 
imbalance. 
But federal officials hope it 
will indirectly spur states and 
localities 
to 
move 
against 
racial discrimination and ra­ 
cial imbalance on their ow n. 
And the U.S. Office of Edu­ 
cation will provide money for 
those which do so. 
Federal policies for the pro­ 
gram are contained in a new 
set of guidelines issued ear­ 
lier this week by the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education 
and Welfare. The guidelines 
for the first time set nondis­ 
crimination policies for the 
whole country, not just the 
South. 
Although federal funds may 
not be used directly to over­ 
come 
racial 
imbalance 
as 
such, they may — and are — 
used by states to reduce seg­ 
regation in order to improve 
the quality 
of their educa­ 
tional systems. 
This follows the view of 
U.S. Commissioner of Educa­ 


tion Harold Howe II that a 
segregated education cannot 
be an excellent one. 
Federal officials are en­ 
couraged because some states 
— notably New York 
and 
Massachusetts—have gone be­ 
yond the federal law and re­ 
quire their localities to tak e 
action against racial imbal­ 
ance. 
The new 
guidelines stay 
strictly to the m atter of dis­ 
crimination against Negroes 
and other minority groups. 
They focus mainly on two 
questions: 
1. Are students in Negro 
schools getting their share of 
the money, teaching talent 
and facilities? 
2. Are school policies, such 
as drawing attendance-zone 
maps, causing segregation? 
Federal investigators 
are 
bound to find some evidence 
of discrimination. As one of­ 
ficial put it, “we k now, for 
example, that there are places 
where Negro schools are on 
double 
s hi f t » and white 
achools aren’t.” 
Hard to Provn 
But even limited violations 
of the Civil Rights Act will 
be hard to prove. Federal of­ 


ficials 
readily 
admit 
they 
don’t have a fraction of the 
staff needed for complete en­ 
forcement of the law. 
The director of civil rights 
operations for HEW, Peter 
Libassi, says: “What 
were 
hoping is that local officials 
will seize the initiative and 
tak e action against discrim­ 
ination.” 
He says the department is 
counting 
on 
“members 
of 
school boards getting up in 
meetings and saying. ‘Look , 
whether or not this is a vio­ 
lation of the law, we’ve got a 
problem here with racial im­ 
balance and we ought to do 
something about it.’ ” 
The department will begin 
its compliance activities soon 
by sending out investigators 
to up to a dozen cities where 
discrimination is expected. 
Selected cities will be of 
moderate size. 
Federal officials have little 
hope for much action against 
racial imbalance in the larg­ 
est cities. They say the con­ 
centration of Negro students 
is too massive, the distances 
from white schools too great.

In view of Governor R ock tfslier’a decision not ta 
participate in any presidential primary, it should bs 
noted that state primaries ara capturing headlines in 
such size and numbers that they biffin ta take on, in 
the public mind, an importance far out of proportion 
to the role they actually play in the American political 
system. Th# fact is that, while they Mead do exart 
an influence, they by no means guarantee presidential 
nomination to the victor or m o—tartly snatch it from 
the vanquished. 
Rockefeller, who now will ap—k directly to the 
people on the issues and offer his views an national 
and international problems, —ys that he t—fide ready 
to answer any true and mseninfful call from the Re­ 
publican Party to serve it and the nation. Republican 
moderates, however, who counted on him to repre­ 
sent their cause, see little chance of a draft. 
Only 14 cf the stat— (plus the District et Colum­ 
bia I hold presidential primaries. Hie —al control at 
Miami and Chicago will ba exercised by delegatee 
chosen in party conventions. In cold fact, Tom Dewey

Primaries for statewide off!— And appetized in 
the early 1900a, and wert an aff ort to take control 
from the hands cf powerful politicians and give it to 
the people. Plainly, they have been I— than a com­ 
plete success, either aa regards presidents or state 
officers. Yet on infrequent co—dons they serve a 
“pulse of the public" role, aa In New Hampshire where 
Sen. FXigene McCarthy’s vote proved the depth of pub­ 
lic dissatisfaction with our Vietnam commitment. 
Ihey served that role in 1944 when Wendell Willkie 
quit after Wisconsin; in 194* when Oregon became 
Harold Staasen s Waterloo, and this year when George 
Romney —w w hat was coming for him in New Hamp­ 
shire.

Bobby never et en 
mentioned Lyndon B. John­ 
son. Stupid. 
Since then the only political 


victory Bobby Kennedy has 
won in New York State was a 
hassle a b o u t a Surrogati 
judge in New' York City. He 
tried to hand pick his candi­ 
date for Governor to make 
his power base secure. In a 
midnight revolt the nominat­ 
ing 
convention 
repudiated 
Bobby and chose the man 
(Frank O’Connor) he tried to 
block. He created, again, hit 
own anti Bobby protest. 
Newswriter Jimmy Breslin, 
an BFK intimate, expressed 
the reason: “ I'd heard about 
the ruthlessness of the man. 
but you have to see him com­ 
ing right right at you when 
you cross him to believe it.” 
Bobby’s 
participation 
in 
foreign affairs, beginning with 
the Bay of Pigs and ending 
with Indonesia, was utterly 
disastrous. And utterly stupid. 
He has been on all sides 
of 
the 
Vietnam 
war. 
His 
brother, not President John­ 
son, made the fateful, ghastly 
mistake of sending in the first 
U. S. combat troops and com­ 
mitting us to a land war in 
Southeast Asia. In Saigon, in 
February, 1962. backing up 
his 
brother. 
Bobby 
stated. 
“ We are going to win tha 
war in Vietnam. We will re­ 
main until we do win. . . . 
I think the American people 
understand and fully support 
the struggle.” It amazes me 
the way Mr. Johnson ha* kept 
his 
patience 
about 
Bobby 
Kennedy. 
Why is Bobby now so color­ 
blind 
about 
world 
commu­ 
nism? Why did he say at the 
University of Chicago in Feb 
ruary. 1966. that the United 
States has “wildly exagger­ 
ated 
tha 
dangers 
of

Chinese 
aggressions?’’ 
Why 
did he stage his self-serving 
junket to South Africa, no 
matter the incitement sure 
to follow there and here? Why 
is his pitch always left paw? 
His political strategy is to 
make h i m s e l f unbeatable 
from the left. He has onl 
made it easier for George 
Wallace. 
President Johnson’s over­ 
spending. accompanied by the 
foreseeable gold crisis, has 
been an obvious threat to our 
solvency 
and 
national 
se­ 
curity. 
Instead of helping in good 
conscience to s o u n d the 
alarm. Bobby has systemat­ 
ically tried to make political 
hay in the image of a bigger 
spender than LBJ.

Intelligence Agency in 
the Far East.

In short, the CIA would like 
to offer more help to free 
Asian government! and insti­ 
tutions to fight communist 
insurrection. 
CIA Rebuffed 
However, at least two men­ 
aced nations. India and Bur­ 
ma, have refused CIA assis­ 
tance. This, despite the fact 
that the Chinese communist! 
have been infiltrating acroas 
the borders to stir up dissi­ 
dent tribesmen in the remote 
northern provinces of both 
India and Burma. 
One intelligence r e p o r t 
claims that 250 Naga tribes­ 
men have just returned to 
northern India from guerrilla 
training in Red China. 
Ominously, the Reds seem 
to be concentrating on Thai­ 
land. This increases the dan­ 
ger that Thailand could be­ 
come another South Vietnam 
the U.S. is committed to de­ 
fend. 
In northern Thailand, com- 
must infiltrators have had 
some success in stirring up 
Meo tribesmen against the 
government. The irony is that 
in Laos the CIA hat been 
using the fierce Meo moun­ 
tain men to fight against the 
communists. 
In northeastern Thailand, 
roving communist bands occa­ 
sionally raid a police outpost 
or surround a village. Usual­ 
ly they will lecture the vil­ 
lagers, conscript a few village 
youths and then move on. 
The Reds, however, seem to 
have had little succeM with 
the villagers, and the con­ 
scripted men often manage to 
sneak back to their homes. 
Malaysia's hard-bitten com­ 
munists, veterans of years of 
jungle warfare, are also op­ 
erating acroas the border in 
Southern Thailand. However, 
close cooperation has devel­ 
oped between the Thai and 
Malaysian authorities. 
In the Philippines, the Huks 
are known to be in contact 
with Peking. On at least one 
occasion, a Chinese general 
w as smuggled ashore to direct 
operations. He brought a plan 
to assassinate President John­ 
son. Philippines P r e s i d e n t 
Ferdinand Marcos and South 
Vietnam’s Premier Nguyen 


Cao Ky during their 1966 
summit meeting in Manila. 
The Huks, however, never 
pulled it off, and the Chinese 
general reportedly returned 
to Peking. 
Meanwhile, the Red Chi­ 
nese appear to be more active 
than ever in the affairs of 
their neighbors. 
Japanese Profiteers 
The Japanese, though luke­ 
warm in support of the Viet­ 
namese war, are reaping enor­ 
mous profits from the fight­ 
ing. 
The president of one Asian 
nation, who asked me not to 
quote him by name, com­ 
plained that the Japanese are 
selling war goods to both 
sides. 
Despite this, we have fa­ 
vored Japan over all other 
countries in placing military 
contracts. Most of our war- 
damaged vehicles, for exam­ 
ple, are sent to Japan to be 
reconditioned, though t h e y 
could be repaired more cheap­ 
ly and quickly here in For­ 
mosa. 
I checked one shipment of 
240 armored personnel car­ 
riers, 
which 
were shipped 
from Vietnam to Japan for 
repairs. These same vehicles 
could have been repaired in 
Formosa for $1,700 to $1,800 
leas apiece. The total savings 
to the taxpayers on this single 
shipment would have been 
more than $400,000. Further­ 
more, the work would have 
been 
completed 
te n day* 
earlier. 
Army inspectors also report 
that the Japanese plants have 
been doing a slipshod job. 
After one shipment of trucks 
supposedly had been recon­ 
ditioned by the Yokohama 
plant of Japan Aircraft Com­ 
pany, the inspectors found 
that 40 per cent had not been 
properly repaired. The rods 
and steering links were loose, 
generators 
n o i s y , 
brakes 
didn’t 
work 
properly, and 
transmissions were overfilled. 
Yet the State Department, 
in its back-room deliberation, 
has consistently championed 
Japan over other Asian na­ 
tions. At first, the State De­ 
partment resisted suggestions 
that some contracts to recon­ 
dition Vietnam vehicles be 
switched from Japan to For­ 
mosa. But in the face of the 
economic facts, the Depart­ 
ment has now withdrawn its 
opposition. 


New Guidelines to Fight 
Discrimination in Schools

WASHINGTON (A P )-T he 
government’s new program to 
fight discrimination in North­ 
ern schools cannot foree local 
districts to eliminate racial 
imbalance. 
But federal officials hope it 
will indirectly spur states and 
localities 
to 
move 
against 
racial discrimination and ra­ 
cial imbalance on their own. 
And the U.S. Office of Edu­ 
cation will provide money for 
those which do so. 
Federal policies for the pro­ 
gram are contained in a new 
set of guidelines issued ear­ 
lier this week by the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education 
and Welfare. The guidelines 
for the first time set nondis­ 
crimination policies for the 
whole country, not just the 
South. 
Although federal funds may 
not be used directly to over­ 
come 
racial 
imbalance 
as 
such, they may — and are — 
used by states to reduce seg­ 
regation in order to improve 
the quality of their educa­ 
tional systems. 
This follows the view of 
U S. Commissioner of Educa­ 


tion Harold Howe II that a 
segregated education cannot 
be an excellent one. 
Federal officials are en­ 
couraged because some states 
— notably New 
York 
and 
Massachusetts—have gone be­ 
yond the federal law and re­ 
quire their localities to take 
action against racial imbal­ 
ance. 
The new guidelines stay 
strictly to the matter of dis­ 
crimination against Negroes 
and other minority groups. 
They focus mainly on two 
questions: 
1. Are students in Negro 
schools getting their share of 
the money, teaching talent 
and facilities? 
2. Are school policies, such 
as drawing attendance-zone 
maps, causing segregation? 
Federal investigators are 
bound to find some evidence 
of discrimination As one of­ 
ficial put it, “we know. for 
example, that there are places 
where Negro schools are on 
double s h i f t ! and white 
schools anent.** 
Hard t* Prove 
But even limited violations 
of the Civil Rights Act will 
be hard to prove. Federal of­ 


ficials 
readily 
admit 
they 
don’t have a fraction of the 
staff needed for complete en­ 
forcement of the law. 
The director of civil rights 
operations for HEW, Peter 
Libassi, says: “What we're 
hoping is that local officials 
will seize the initiative and 
take action against discrim­ 
ination.” 
He says the department is 
counting 
on 
“members 
of 
school boards getting up in 
meetings and saying, 'Look, 
whether or not this is a vio­ 
lation of the law. we've got a 
problem here with racial Im­ 
balance and we ought to do 
something about it.’ ” 
The department will begin 
its compliance activities soon 
by sending out investigators 
to up to a dozen cities where 
discrimination is expected. 
Selected cities will be of 
moderate size. 
Federal officials have little 
hope for much action against 
racial imbalance in the larg­ 
est cities. They say the con­ 
centration of Negro students 
is too massive, the distances 
from white schools too great.

It is su rprisin g that so man y u su ally in depen den tly - 
min ded y o u n g hav e co n demn ed a mo v ie mo st o f them 
hav en ’t seen , an d that wo n ’t be sho wn y et fo r a matter o f 
weeks. Un fo rtu n ately , (it appears) To u r was sho wn o v er 
British telly so me three mo n ths ago . Rev iews co u ld kin dly 
be called “mix ed,” the mix tu re ru n n in g fro m “No t the 
Beatles’ best,” to “Do tho se mo phead freaks thin k that 
they can pawn this iu n k o ff o n their fan s?” Un derstan dably , 
su ch rev iews did little to raise en thu siasm fo r the sho w 
stateside. Bad rev iews feed o n o ther bad rev iews, an d the 
beatles seemed to hav e filmed a tran sco n tin en tal flo p. 
Wha t Ha ppened 
Ho w did it happen ? It is ju st po ssible the Beatles were 
v ictims o f their su ccess. Their first flick, A Hard Day ’s 
Night, amazed rev iewers an d matu re au dien ces with its 
artistic, hip au ra. Perhaps that film’s mo st en tran cin g qu ali­ 
ty was the artlessn ess o f the fo u r y o u n g stars, bein g them­ 
selv es, u n aware that they were as go o d as they were. Then 
the film was released, an d the rev iews read. The Beatles 
learn ed they were go o d. They read the rev iews, to o . 
Sin ce they had learn ed they were go o d, they tried to 
be better in Help. This time, n o bo bdy was su rprised that 
they were go o d. So me were disappo in ted that the film 
wasn ’t better. Bu t then H-D-N was a to u gh act to fo llo w, 
wasn ’t it? Sho rtly , Jo hn Len n o n made his so lo debu t in 
Ho w I W o n the W ar.

Just as the mini-kids have the Easter Bunny to look 


forward to now that slushtime is upon us, so the groovers 


have the Beatles’ telly-flick, Magical Mystery Tour to 


eagerly anticipate. 


Trouble is, the current crop of tiny-boppers tends to 


look for fleas on the holiday hopper. And all too many 


formerly stout Beatlemanics are awaiting Magical Mystery 


Tour with a look of enthusiasm usually reserved for draft 


cards, final examinations, and splitting hair. Often, this 


doesn’t teem to be part of a wholesale rejection of the 


Beatlf culture, but rather, the result of a resigned opinion 


that Tour is the low point of a career charcteriied by peaks 


of success. 


It is surprising that so many usually independently- 
minded young have condemned a movie most of them 
haven't seen, and that won’t he shown yet for a matter of 
weeks. Unfortunately, (it appears) Tour was shown over 
British telly some three months ago. Reviews could kindly 
he called “mixed,” the mixture running from “ Not the 
Beatles’ hest,” to “Do those mophead freaks think that 
they can pawn this junk off on their fans?” Understandably, 
such reviews did little to raise enthusiasm for the show 
stateside. Bad reviews feed on other bad reviews, and the 
beatles seemed to have filmed a transcontinental flop. 
What Happened 
How did it happen? It is just possible the Beatles were 
victims of their success. Their first flick, A Hard Day’s 
Night, amazed reviewers and mature audiences with its 
artistic, hip aura. Perhaps that film’s most entrancing quali­ 
ty was the artlessness of the four young stars, being them­ 
selves, unaware that they were as good as they were. Then 
the film was released, and the reviews read. The Beatles 
learned they were good. They read the reviews, too. 


Since they had learned they were good, they tried to 
be better in Help. This time, nobobdy was surprised that 
they were good. Some were disappointed that the film 
wasn’t better. But then H-D-N was a tough act to follow, 
wasn’t it? Shortly, John Lennon made his solo debut in 
How I W on the W ar. The flick was quite good, hut many 
thought its message was not well presented. Once again, 
many reviewers were critical— and, more important, per­ 
haps— so wert many viewers. 


Really A Flop? 
And now the first flop. O r is it? Financially, it isn’t, it’s 
made its million. Probably more people will see it, eventu­ 
ally, then any Beatle movie. The music, as we know, ran­ 
ges from acceptable to, occasionally, outstanding. Nobody 
can judge whether the Beatles achieved their objective, for 
they handled the direction, production, and often even 
actual filming, and they alone know what effects they de­ 
sired. 
And the Beatles said, “W e’re entitled to one failure, 
aren’t we?” Even though they followed up with a sassy 
wisecrack about the Queen’s address, their initial reaction 
did more to doom Tour than all the reviews. Reviewers 
could be wrong, but the kids accepted the Beatles’ evalua­ 
tion. Did the Beatles really feel the show was a flop, or did 
had they been influenced by the reviewers themselves? It 
doesn’t really matter. W hat does is that in four years, they 
had gone from being unaware of how good they were, to 
knowing they were not as good as they had been told. 
This Is Maturing 


This is called maturing. The Beaties may have over­ 
reached themselves this time, but few young men their age 
would have attempted such an ambitious project, and their 
courage is admirable. They have learned and art even now 
ing the lessons to work in new projects. W e hope the 
PA G E readers will watch the TEM PO section of 
The Freeman for the exact date Magical Mystery Tour will 
be shown. If some of us approach our TV sets with fore­ 
boding on Tour night, and come away an hour later, light­ 
hearted, the Tour won’t be a failure. The very fact that it 
made the scene from four minds to the home screen proves 
that the Tour was truly the Beatles’ triumph. If not their 
success.

D-Buffalo, as the bill 
I w as introdudced on the floor 
two days ago.

Senate - passed 
version 
would, in attorney F. Lee Bai­ 
ley’s interpretation, "have dis­ 
crim inated against the harness 
racing industry." 
The Senate’s 56 I passed bill 
allows the thoroughbred 
race 
tracks to take an additional one 
per cent out of the mutuel han 
die, upping the take from the 
bettor from 15 per cent to 16 
per cent. 
The law then stipu­ 


lates that the state gets one 
half of that increase, with the 
other half going back to horst- 
m en in the form of purses. 
For harness racing, the per 
icentage is only an additional 
half per cent, m aking the take 
154 per cent. 
This extra half 
per cent, according to the bill, 
is slated strictly for expansion 
of race tracks (designed for im 
provem ents 
on

Roosevelt R acew ays) and noth 
ing for added purses or other 
benefits to horsem en, the sport’s 
backbone.

Picturesque 
Area Barns 


W hether they are old and weathered, deteriorating or still 
sturdy, round, square, rectangular or octagonal, they boast a 
rustic beauty all their own. Those of the round variety are be­ 
coming increasingly rare today. Not only have time and harsh 
winter weather ravaged these buildings that were once a 
farmer s pride, but collectors of the “tear it down and worry 
about rebuilding later” 1960’s are frenziedly stripping the hay­ 
lofts, silos, and wind-roughened walls and roofs to use the 
weathered timbers and beams for interior decor with an antique 
look in modem businesses and homes. 
Round barns were highly popular with the communal-liv­ 
ing Shakers, who contributed so much in architecture and 
crafts to early American heritage. In Shaker settlements, now 
crumbling in ruins or restored as tourist attractions, such barns 
are still seen. Many were made of stone but farmers in north­ 
ern New York State copied the style in wood and a few of 
these remain today to intrigue passing motorists. 
The sight of an abandoned barn that once housed livestock 
and was the active hub of a sprawling farm, brings a rush af 
memories to members of that generation capable of remem­ 
bering haying parties and horse auctions held outside lits doors. 
Today, such barns are desolate vestiges of the great agricul­ 
tural era that made dairy and other farming in New York 
State an industry of major proportions.

If one wa* 
not to get lost on the unmarked roads outside the city limits, the 
q u e s t io n : “How <L> you get to—?" was usually answered with 
“Go right at that bam past the town lino," or "Bear left past 
the bam on the hill.” 
One of ti*- moat famous of all barns and one viewed by 
many an Ulster County resident found a place for itself in the 
history books. A 13-sided barn built at Coxsackie. It followed the 
motif of the gigantic, eight-sided and strange looking octagonal 
houses that flourished in the Hudson Valley in the mid-1800 s. 
The bam, it was said, had been built in this odd shape to pro­ 
vide more usable space than that of the square variety, to 
offer more surfaces lo sunlight, and to eliminate square corner* 
inside. Since people of the era were highly superstitious, many 
presumed that ail houses and bam s of more than four side* 
were built lo eliminate dark corners in which the devil might 
lurk. 
In any event, the strange structure of the famed bam kl 
Coxsackie never erased to amaze architects. And a strange 
story tuts come down to us about the reason for its existence. 
Legend has it that in 1663, Judge Pieter Broeck (for whom the 
borough of the Bronx in New York City was named > was rn 
annoyed at the superstitions of his slaves that his patience wa* 
pushed beyond endurance. 
Bye-Bye Bogey 
In order to prove bo them that one could successfully fly 
in the face of superstition, he is said to have ordered the 
building of the 13-sided barn. The Coxsackie bam was used 
for three centuries and old timers were in the habit of point­ 
ing out that no bad luck seemed ever to follow those wha 
worked in or near the barn that had been built to salve th* 
fears of slaves who believed in the revenge of the bogey man. 
Those with king memories also remember barra when they 
were considered by early advertising men to be as important 
for spot commercials as the half-way point break in a Bo* 
Hope TV show is today. Many recall fondly those years whoa 
the aides of barra boasted signs urging the passing parade ta 
“Chew Red Man Plug." 
But if the barra were once landmarks absolutely vital ta 
advertising and to automotive — and. befcre that — bicycle 
navigation, when the century began, they no longer hold that 
distinction today. Red bam s — ami barns bf any other color 
— from the point of view of today’s motorist, are only for 
looking at.
